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ITH the death of Anatole France we are reminded that “the 

most distinguished novelist, the most graceful humorist, the 
most mordant ironist, and the purest stylist of contemporary 
France” was once a member of our profession. In the seventies 
he secured a position in the Senate Library in Paris, then housed 
in the Luxembourg Palace. His three superiors on the staff were 
all poets and it appears from a recent life of France that they 
were unanimous only in the opinion that he should do all the 
work. His was not a docile nature so he was not a librarian for 
long but during his incumbency he received, in addition to his 
salary, lodgings and an allowance of wood, coal and oil, a con- 
sideration that might attract many into the profession today. 


N article in the Publishers Weekly of October 11, called 

- “Biographical Booklets,” serves to recall the excellent 
material on contemporary authors that may be secured without 
cost from the publishers. Everyone is interested in facts about 
the authors he enjoys whether it be chitchat, statistics, or more 
substantial biographical material. This is attested by the popular- 
ity of the Grant Overton books which find a welcoming niche in 
public libraries but are rarely allowed to stay in it. The booklets 
listed in the Publishers Weekly article will be found equally use- 
ful for club and school essayists. 


R. LEARNED’S book, which is listed in this issue, is already 

receiving wide attention among librarians. One library 
school director is having it read and discussed by all his students. 
It is being featured at state and district meetings. It would fail 
of half its usefulness were its reading to end here. It should 
be known to library trustees, civic leaders, educators and appro- 
priating bodies. More than any other publication, perhaps, it 
can serve to awaken in the minds of people generally the immense 
educational possibilities of libraries, a field barely scratched by 
existing library facilities and one that librarians themselves, close 
as they are to pressing and immediate problems, are apt to view 
with myopic eyes.
